In the national elections 
in 19L5 which saw the CHURCHILL government replaced by the 
labor government under Prime Minister ATTIEE, JOWfTT became 
Lord Chancellor of the Kingdom and served in this capacity,^- 
until the labor government was replaced by CHURCHILL in j^51»
